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1890 Census Base. 


SENATE AND HOUSE 
AGREE ON QUOTA BASE. 

Washington, April 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Alien immigration to the 
United States will be fixed on 
quotas based on the census of 
1890. 

Late today the senate adopted 
the Harrison amendment to fix 
quotas at one per cent on the 1890 
census. Later, he offered an amend- 
ment to fix quotas at 2 per cent 
on the 1890 census, as is provided 
in the bill alfeady passed by the 
house. 

Previously, the senate had ac- 
cepted an amendment fixing the 
quota base at one per cent on the 
census of 1910, 


Washington, April 17.—The Ameri- 
can government does not regard the 
tlanihara note protesting against Japa- 
nese exclusion legislation as a threat, 
This was made known on high author- 
ity following two conferences between 
President Coolidge and Secretary of 
State Hughes Thursday. 

This government is confident that 
Japun had no intention of conveying 
a threat in the note, it was stated. 

This interpretation is the opposite. 
of that made by Senator Lodge, ma- 
jority leader, who declared in senate 
debate this week that the note of Am- 
bassAdor Hanihara constituted a veiled 
threat to the United States. 

No War Scare Here. 

The real purpose of the note, in the 
opinfon this government, was to 
staie the terms of the gentlemen's 
agreement and to offer to modify it if 
the United States so desired. 

There is reason to state that this 
government cannot conceive of Japan 
thinking of war with the 
United States in view of the disaster 
occasioned by the recent earthquake 
and in view of the disparity in mili- 
tary strength. 

President Coolidge has reached no 
final as to whether he will 
approve the immigration bi'l with the 
Japanese exclusion provision included, 
but indications are that he will sign 
it, perbaps issuing at the same time 
a statement designed to mollify Jap- 
anese resentment.
